THE EASTERN SITUATION 


London, Oct. 13.—The trend of to- 
day’s early intormation regarding the 
far eastern situation is less alarming 
The Frankfurter Zeitung, whose sen- 
sational announcement of the occupa- 
tion of Ma San Pho by Japan yester- 
day occasioned disquiet today, pub- 
lishes a telegram from Shanghai, say- 
ing there was no cenfirmation of the 
reported occupation of that place, add- 
ing that the Russo-Japanese negotia~ 
tions at Tokio concerning the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria gives an impression 
that the politica: situation in Japan is 
quiet. 

The Korinische Zeitung also prints 
a reassuring telegram from St. Peters- 
burg, repeating 4 telegram from 
Port Arthur, stating that Viceroy 
Alexiff has rssued a contradiction 
of the reported movements of Jap- 
anese troops to Corea. The telegram 
adds that reports circulated on the 
subject were evidently only sprendnd 
to serve purposes oi speculation an 
provoke disquiet.
